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Education and Professional Work Experience Requirements 

Qualified mental health associates (QMHAs) must meet specific education and professional work experience 
requirements to be eligible to enroll in Nevada Medicaid.   

The information below lists qualifying areas of study and experience necessary for QMHA’s to enroll.  

QMHAs with bachelor’s degrees in the following areas of study qualify for enrollment:

QMHAs with bachelor’s degrees in areas of study not specified in Table 1 must have on of the following:  
• 30 credits in Human Services classes 

• 15 credits in Human Services classes and four years of relevant professional experience of providing direct 
services to individuals with mental health disorders  

QMHAs with associate’s degrees in any area of study must have:  
• 15 credits in Human Services classes 

• Four years of relevant professional experience of providing direct services to individuals with mental health 
disorders

• Social work 

• Human development and family studies 

• Nursing
